delay. It was copied after the Michigan 
statute, which passed both branches of 
that legislature with scarcely a dissenting 
vote. 


It was adopted in Michigan because it 


was considered a law which would estab- 
lish perfect justice between publishers 
and persons who wore unintentionally 
misrepresented or defamed through the 
unavoidable mistakes of correspondents 
or reporters. 


Common sense would conclude that a 


Wisaonsm legislators would readily ac- 
cept such a law. but it did not. 


The most prominent opponent of the 


bill was John Wiaans, a democratic 
lawyer of Janosville, who was particu- 
larly unjust about the press. 


There are 422 newspapers in Wiscon- 


sin, and inasmuch ns all desired tbo pas- 
sage ot the law and considered it fair.and 
equitable to all parties concerned, it will 
bo but natural for those -122 newspapers 
to keep John Winan9 in remembrance, 
whenever ho is soekioK on office from the 
people. 


The impression has gone out, and we 


suspect it is a correot one, that tho paid 
attorneys of the Evening 
Wisconsin 


framed the bill which'-justly met ita de- 
feat in the assembly last week. We 
judge there is only one newepaper in all 
tho state that is or woe particularly inter- 
ested in That bill, and that is the Even- 
ing "Wisconsin, That paper has boen tbo 
most unfortunate paper in the west in 
having to tight libel suits.

In fact it is not severe 
enough in all cases. The history ot libel 
trials will show that as a rule tho judg- 
ments against newspapers have been very 
moderate. A. person seldom gets what 
ho euaa for, probably because hie dam- 
ages are placed too high, and how often 
tbe judgment is six cents and costs! If 
an editor understands the law^of libel 
and has a fair'conimand of tthe English 
language bo can skin a man alive and the 
law can't touch him.

words, and both the matter and spirit o 
his attacks are bad, thon he gets inl» 
trouble, and ho ehoald not got out ot it 
without first paying a good price for his 
meanness.

Jesus, lover of my soul, 
Lot mo to Tliy bosom fly. 


His subject was "Cheer for tho Disheart- 


ened," and his tuxt, I'salais ci'.ii, v. 4: "No 
man cared for my soul." Dr. Tolraagosaid: 


David, tho nibicund lad, had becomo tho 


battle worn warrior. 
Thrco thousand armed 


ir.cn in pursuit of him, ho hud hidden in tlio 
cavo oC Enscdi, near tho qoast of tho Dead 
Soa. Utterly fagged ouc ivith tho pursuit, as 
you havo often been worn out with tho trials 
of life, ho sat down and cried out: "^o man 
cared for my soul." 


1C you should fall through a hatchwny, or 


slip from a scaffolding, or drop through a 
skylight, tUcro wou'd bo hundreds o£ peoplo 
•who would eor.io around and pick up your 
body aiid carry it; to your homo or lo tho 
hospital, I saw a great crowd oC peoplo in 
tho street, and I asked: "What is the matteri" 
and 11'oundout that a poor laboring :r.anhad 
fallen under sunstroke; and all our eyes ivoro 
filial with tours nt tho thought oC his dis- 
tracted wiro a:icl his desolated home. 


AV'o are all sympathetic ivith physical di- 


saster, but how littlo sympathy for spiritual 
woes! Tliero aro men in this bouF-o who havo 
como to midlifo who havo never yet boon ouco 
personally accosted about their eternal wel- 
fare. A great sermon dropped into an audi- 
enco oC hundreds o( thousands will do its 
work; but it this world Ls cvor to bo brought 
to God it ivill bo through littlo sermons 
preached to private Christians, to an nucU- 
enco o£ one. Tho sister's letter postmarked 
at tho village—tho word uttered in your 
hearing, halC of smiles and half of tears—the 
religious [:o.stcript to a business letter—tho 
card loft at tho door when you had somo land 
of trouble— tlio anxious look of some ouo 
across ft crhurcli aisle while an earnest sermon 
was being preached, swung you into tho 
kingdom of God. Hut t'uero aro hundreds o£ 
peoplo in this house who will tako tho word 
that David used in tho past tonso, and employ 
it iii th- present tense, and cry out: "i\o man 
cares for my soul." 


You fool as you £0 out day by day in tho 


tug and josUo of lifo that it is overy man for 
himself. You can cndUro tho pressure of 
commercial affairs, and would consider it 
almost impertinent for any ono to ask you 
whether you aro mailing or losing money. 
But there havo bcou times when you would 
have drawn your check for thousands of dol- 
lars if somo "would only help your soul out of 
its perplexities. Thero aro questions about 
your higher destinj- that acho, aud distract, 
and agonize you at times. Lot no ono sup- 
pose that because you aro busy all day with 
hardware, or drygoods, or groceries, or grain, 
that 3'Our thoughts aro no iongor than yonr 
yard stick, and stop at tho brass headed nails 
of tho storo counter. When you speak once 
about religious things you think 3,000 timos. 
Thoy call you a worldling. You aro not a 
worldling. Of course you aro industrious 
and keep busy, but you havo had your eyes 
opened to tho realities of tho next world. 
You ore not a fool. You know better 
tlmii any ono can tell. 
You know that a 


fow years at most vrill -wind up your 
earthly engagements, and that you will tako 
rc--iidonco in a distant sphere whero all your 
business adroitness would bo a superfluity. 
You sometimes think till yonr head aches 
about great religious subjects. You go down 
tho street with your eyes fixed on tho pave- 
ment, oblivious oC tho passing multitudes, 
vour thoughts gone on eternal^ expedition. 
You ivonder if tho Bible is true, how much of 
it is literal and how much is figurative law, 
if Christ bo God, if thero is anything .liko 
retribution, if you aro immortal, if a resur- 
rection will over tako place, what tho occupa: 
tion ot your departed kindred is, what you 
wiUbo 10,000 years from now. With a cul- 
tured placidity of oountonanco. you^aro on 
lire with agitations of soul, Oh, this solitary 
anxiety of your v>-ho!o lifetime! You have 
sold goods to or bought them from Christian 
peoplo for ten years, and they havo never 
whispered ono word ot spiritual'counsol. You 
havo passed up and clown tUo aisles of 
churches with men who kntw that you had 
no hopo of heaven, and talked about tho wea- 
ther and about your physical health, and 
about everything but that concerning which 
you most wanted to hear them speak, viz., 
your everlasting spirit Times vrithout r.ncu- 
ber you havo felt iu your heart, if you havo 
not uttered it with your lips, "So man cares 
for] my soul." 


Thero havo been times TvhKi you-n-oro es- 


pecially pliablo on tho groat subject of re- 
ligion, it was so, for instance, after you had 
lost your property. You aad a great many 
letters blowing you up for being unfortunate. 
You showed that thero lad been a concatena- 
tion oE circumstances and that your insol- 
vency was no fault of yours. Yaur creditors 
talked to you as though they would havo 100 
cents on thp dollar "or your life. Protest 
utter protest tumbled in on your desk-. Men 
who used to tako your hand with both of 
theirs and shako it violently, now pass you on 
tho street with an almost imperceptible nod. 
After sis or eight hours oi sealdiug business

associates, yes, perhaps somoir.embers of your 
ow:i family wero baptized by sprinkling or 
immersion. Christian people thought of you, 
and tlroy called at your store, but you woro 
out 0:1 business. Tboystopped at your house;

Thoy sent a kindly message to you; somehow, 
by accident, you did not get it. Tbo lifeboat 
of tbo Gospel swept through tbo sur£ and 
ovorybody seemed to get in but you. Every- 
thing seemed to escape you. Ono touch of 
personal sympathy would .havo pushed you 
in'.o tbo kingdom of God, "When on com- 
munion clay your friends went in, and your 
sons nnd daughters wont into tb-j church, you 
buried your face- in your handkerchief and 
sobbed: " Way am I left out? Everybody 
scorns to get saved but me. Ko man cares for 
:ny soul." 


Hearken to a revelation I havo to rnakc. It 


is ast-irtling statement. It will so surprise 
you that I must prove it as I go on. Instead 
of this total mdill'oronco all about you in re- 
gard to your iOul, I liavo to tell you that 
heaven, earth and hell aro a£ix:r your immor- 
tal spirit—:earth to cheat it, hell to destroy it, 
hcavLMi to redeem it. Although you tnuy bo 
a stronger to tho Christians in this houso, 
their faces would glow and'-heir hearts would 
bound if they saw you mako 0:10 stop heaven- 
ward. So intricate and Far reaching is this 
ivub of sympathy that I could by ono word 
rouso ft groat many prayers in your behalf. 
l\To ono cores for your soul 1 YTby, ono signal 
of distress on your part would thrill this audi- 
ence witli holy excitement. If a boat in any 
harbor should got in distress, from tho men 
of war, and from tho sloops, and froci tho 
stcamei-s tho flying paddles would pull to thn 
rescue. And if now you would lift ono signal 
of distress all tlieso voyagers of eternity 
would bear do\vn toward you and bring you 
relief.
